THE PROPOSED COMPROMISE. 


The tight came on the proposition to

Tins was to bo 
arranged so that eacli committee would 
have a majority on one-half of the entire , 
election hoards, that is, each was to ap- j 
point one Judge and one clerk and to 
alternate in the selections of Inspectors, j 
The talk and arguments which followed 
formed one of the features of the secret 
session.

| Another proportion waa that the twelve 
members in each committee embrace the 
other and form one united body of twenty- 
four members, whlcr should decide all 
contests, hx the rolls and attend , to other 
necessary business.

At Stanford and at 
Berkeley, the list of students who re- 
main for post graduate work seems to 
be rapidly increasing. More students 
are drawn to Palo Alto from Demote 
parts of the country than are drawn to 
the State University. Students are not 
encouraged to seek -this Institution from 
outside States, because the education- 
al advantages are specially designed 
for students of Cailifornto. and these are 
pressing for more accommodations than 
can be furnished at present.

The 
Stanford 


University IB on a different foundation. 
It can open its doors freely to young 
men and women from an parts of the 
country. Ma-ny of thr-m leave other In- 
stitutions and spend a year or two at 
Palo Alto. 
The list of graduates In 


this way is greatly increased. But they 
all properly count for the reputation of 
en Institution which In Its Infancy can 
thu* draw students from ail parts cf 
the Union. 


A Series of Great Disasters. 


Th* greatest at the series of disasters 


that has occurred during the last few 
months was that of the cyclone In St. 
Louis yesterday.

Students are not 
encouraged to seek this Institution from 
outside States, because the education- 
al advantages arc specially designed 
for students oT California, and thesa are 
pressing for more accommodations than 
cm be furnished at present.

Union. 
Tho 
Stanford 


University is on a. different foundation. 
It can open its doors freely to young 
men and women from all parts of tho 
country. Many of th"m leave other In- 
stitutions and spend a year or two at 
Pxlo Alto. 
The list of graduates In 
•this way is greatly Increased. But they 
oil properly count for the reputation of 
an Institution which In Its Infancy can 
thus draw students from ajl parts of 
the Union. 


A Series of Great Disasters. 


The greatest of the series of disasters 


that has occurred during- the last few 
months was that of the cycrone in St. 
Ixmis yesterday. 
It may bo that the 


report of the loss of human life is some- 
what exaggerated. But If Instead of 
a. thousand liv.es as first reported, only 
a. hundred lives have been lost, it would 
still be the great disaster of ifho year. 
It Is probable also that "many other 
towns and villages were in the path of 
the cyclone, and that .the record o£ loss- 
es -will be greatly extended. 


The fact that a section of the giwat 


•bridge crossing: the Mississippi at St. 
Louie wan destroyed, illustrates the 
awful force of the cyclone. St. Louis 
Is not a ruined city. The damages so 
far as they reloite to structure will soon 
be repaired.

have the sympathy of the whole coun- 
try. 
No other eltmental disaster, so 


far as the record goes, has exceeded 
thla. The cyclone that struck LouLs- 
vttle was less destructive, and 
the

Th'-j; thTf was the falling of 
a rot^n bridge- at Victoria: a. disaster 
that could have bef-n prevented if rea- 
sonable precautions had been taken. 
The smaller ca.sualtic'-i which are only 
small relatively to the greater ones, 
are now of almost daily oecurances. 
While tho century fijc-ms to bo closing 
without any groat wars, the- list of .hu- 
man casualties in th«;o last days Is 
almost as great ns if we wero living 
amid the tumuH and destructive forces 
of war.
